Applicants' Response and Amendment filed May 2, 2005 are acknowledged. The amendments to independent claims 1 1-14 add the 
limitations "an abnormal condition associated with an aberration in a signal transduction pathway mediated by a c-kit kinase" and 
"that modulates, in vitro, the catalytic activity of c-kit kinase" that were never considered in the the present application. Further, the 
subject matter of claim 1 1 has been broadened in that the original claim was drawn to treating or preventing "one or more 
gastrointestinal stromal tumors" to treating or preventing any "gastrointestinal tumor". Therefore, the newly amended claims are 
directed to inventions that are distinct from the invention originally claimed. Further, search and consideration are required. 

Since Applicants have received an Action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. See 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP 821.03. 

The Response filed May 2, 2005 is non-responsive to the prior Office Action for the reasons set forth supra. Applicants are required 
to respond within a TIME LIMIT of ONE MONTH from the date of this letter or within the time remaining in the response period of 
the last Office Action, whichever is longer.
